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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the applicant's argument that 
Baindur (US Patent No. 6,073,176 ) fails to teach or suggest ResourceAdapters cited in claim 1, the applicant defines ResourceAdapter 
as a class that provides a uniform interface to access APIs of resources( p.5 of the disclosure). The Applicant's attention is directed to 
Fig. 1-3. Baindur discloses interfaces with various servers and clients. The Applicant is using an objected oriented program language 
such as C++ or Java to impliment the invention which uses classes. Baindur are implementing their invention using a different 
programming methodolgy., nonetheless, Baindur is performing that which is described in Claim 1 and as disclosed in the previous office 
actions, in response to the Applicant's argument concerning the ResourceAdapters class and Caching Adapters for maintaining cached 
bids and the suggestion that Baindur does not teach CachingAdapter, the applicant's attention is directed to the definition given by the 
applicant on p. 6 of the disclosure, " The CachingAdapter first looks at its cache to see if it has already stored a bid value for the 
corresponding context...". It is well known in the art that cache memory is a special memory subsystem in which frequently used data 
values are duplicated for quick access. All computer systems use cache systems including the "dynamic" bidding system taught by 
Baindur. In response to Applicant's argument that the Examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight 
reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight 
reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention 
was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. In re 
McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392; 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
